We are informed by the National Advoeate, 





in the Legislature of this State, the one hayin 
in view to compel a creditor to allow a debtor 
one dollar a week for his st.pport in prison, on | 
swearing that he is destitute of the means of 
subsistence ; and the other to extend the pre- 
sent prison limits.

By this its 
pears that there are 11 principal and 3 sbe 
dinate schools in actual operation, and 3% 
preparation, and the number of scholars ig 508.

They have been established by missionary so- 
Cieties, the Moravians, and the American Board 
of Commissioners for Fore.%n missions, They

Of these the government bas paid two 
thirds of the expense, and the balavce for tui- 
tion. The system embraces, in adition to 
reading, writing and arithmetic, instruct iens 
in agriculture and the ordinary mechanic »ts; 
and for girls the common domestic duties of the 
sex. It wonld seem that the oldest of these 
schools has been in operation about eight or ' 
nine years, but was not of much advantage till * 
lately. The result has been so favourable as 


‘to induce the disposition to apply more of the 
funds this year to tuition.

BANKRUPT LAW. 

The Bankrupt Bill has been rejected in the 
House of Representatives, by a majority of 
twenty seven votes. Itis net expected that 
the neg to a bankrupt system will make any 
further pis to attain their object’ until 
another Congress shall have been chosen. In- 
deed the opinion of the present congress hav- 
ing been so decidedly expressed against any 
such attempt would be made with very little 
prospect of success. 

We have never believed that the passage of 
the bill would have been ultimately benefi- 
cial to the community, and consequently 
shall utter ao lamentations for its fate. _ Its op- 
erations would bave been partial, oppressive, 
and unjust. Jts principles were of too com- 
plex a nature to be generally understood ; and 
a law, which is too deep or too obscure to be 
comprehended without resort to professional 
aid, can be of little service to the community. 

Still it is much to be deplored that some 
kind of law cannot be made to give relief toa 
very numerous and a very respectable class of 
We are not acquainted with the laws 
of other states on the subject of insolvency ; 
but we know that, in Massachusetts, there is 
room for improvement in the statutes and the 
practice. A law prohibiting an attaching cred- 
itor from taking the whole property of his 
debtor, and leaving nothing for the other cred- 
itors, would be of some utility :—and another 
law, abolishing imprisonment for debt, except 
in cases of absolute fraud, is demanded on ev- 
ery principle of justice and humanity.

_The House, in committee, proceeded to the 
discussion of the Bankrupt Bill. A number of 
amendments were otiered, most of which were 
rejecied. 

The committed rose and reported the bill as 
amended, and the amendments were agreed to 
by the House. Motions for further atnendments 
were renewed, which were all negatived. After 
a debate on the question, Shall the biil be engross- 
ed for a third reading, it was decided in the 
negative, 99 to 72. 

‘The House tock up a report of a select com- 
mittee on the Rules and Orders, and adopted 
some of the amendments recemmended. 

In calling on the delegations of the States to 
present petitions, it was voted to begin with 
Maine, instead of New-Hampshire. No peti- 
tions are to be received after the first 30 days 
of the session, except on Mondays. One hour 
each day is to be devoted to reports of commit- 
tees ; then the speaker is to call the orders of 
the day. A motion to adjourn is to be always 
in order after four o’clock, P.M. Three new 
standing Committees were created, viz. on Mil- 
itary Affairs, on Naval Affuirs, and on Foreign 
Affairs. Mr, Mercer moved that no member 
should remain in the hall covered during the 
session of the House, without the permission 
of the Speaker.. This motion was negatived 
77 to 63. A motion to debar the members 
from reading newspapers, writing private let- 
ters in their seats, &c. was also negatived—as 
was one to prevent smoaking cigars in the 
hall, &c. A motion, that no member should 
be allowed to speak, or read a speech, of 
more than one heur at one time, was also neg- 
atived,

Soul of Cicero, 
the Saviour of Letters, how is thy name taken 
in vain, and thy beautiful image profaned on 
this earth. Etoquence, indeed! the rapid, and 
beautiful, and immortal contagion of trath ! 
Floqu@nce, the chief inspiration of the inspired, 
the credential of everlasting honour, to be 
spoken of in degrading combination with the 
nameless waters of time in the American 
House of Representatives! ‘ Forgive them, 
Father, for they know not what they do 

But they are known; the mode of discussion 
pursued at Washington in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, is propetiy eppreciated. It is an 
insult to the understanding of the American 
people. ‘To meet to talk, and to adjourn ; to 
meet to talk, and to adjourn ; and to meet to 
talk, and to adjourn—savours more of a parcel 
of children playing hide and seek, than the 
grave and serious legislation of the statesmen 
of a great empire.

of the United Stages, as a basis for such computation: 
The Selectmen, by virtue of the authority before 
recited, hereby give notice, that they have performed 
the duty assigned them, and divided the City. of 
Boston inte twelve Wards, viz :
